LILY WHITES WILL DISAPPEAR. 


Made but Lttle Showing in Texas 
Republican Convention. 

Fort Worth, Tex.., September 10.—The re- 
publican convention convened at 10 o'clock 
this morning with a full representation of 
delegates present. There was more enthu- 
sl4sm manifested today than on previous 
days. Fully three thousand people were in 
the hall at the opening of the convention. 

Temporary Chairman Ferguson rapped 
for order and announced that he was ready 
to receive the reports of committees. The 
credentials committee reported forty con- 
tests, all of which were adjusted amicably 
to both sides. The committee on resolu- 
tions recommended the appointment of a 
committee of three with plenary powers 
to confer with a similar committee of gold 
democrats and populists looking to an ami- 
cable division of presidential electors and 
also a division of congressmen to various 
districts. Pepulists are enthusiastic over 
the matter. The coalition is already prac- 
tically satisfied that McKinley will get the 
clectoral vote of Texas. 

At noon Hon. H. R. 
Was elected permanent chairman of the 
convention and took the gavel amid loud 
and tumultuous applause. Mr. Kain was a 
delegate to the St. Louis convention, and 
was an original McKinley man. He had 
Virtuaily no opposition. 

At this time the indications are that F.

This is the second formal step In carrying 
out the president’s determination to have 
an American national vessel on guard in 
the Golden Horn to support the American 
minister and, in emergencies, to serve us a 
refuge for American citizens at Constanti- 
nople. It is stated that Commander Belk- 
nap has been given no specific orders as to 
whether he Shall stop en route for coal at 
the Azores, but at any rate the Rancroft 
should reach Gibraltar in less than three 
weeks. 

The Bancroft carries over two hundred 
tons and should easily cover the 3,202 miles 
from New York to Gibraltar at the rate of 
nine knots an hour, which would take just 
fifteen days. If her commander Gecides to 
stop at Fayal, 2,098 miles from New York, 
she can be speeded up to ten knots and 
reach there in elght days. A three days’ 
stop for coal and four days’ steaming at 
twelve knots over the remaining 1,200 miles 
would fetch her to Gibraltar September 
Mth. the same date as if she had sailed 
straight away. The stops at Fayal would 
however, be safer, and unléss the weather 
is extremely fair, as it usually is at this 
season, sne will be heard from at the 
Azores within ten days after leaving Sandy 
Hook.

COREA’S NEW REPRESENTATIVE. 


Ye Pom Gin and Family Arrive at the 
Federal Capital. 
Washington, September 10.—Ye Pom Gin, 
the new Corean minister, reached Wash- 
ington vesterday afternoon, having left 
Seoul two months ago and traveled to his 
destination via Shanghai, Yokohama, Van- 
couver, Montreal and New York, reaching 

the latter city last night. 

He was accompanied by wife and 
son and Ye We Tam, secretary of lega- 
tion; Ye Kvo Sok, attache of legation, and 
one servant. The minister is a young man, 
a member of the nobility with rank a 
little below that of maryquls, and th’'s is 
his first essay in diplomacy. His wife, 
who is the first Corean lady at the legation 
since Mrs. Ye Cha Yun left here tn 1892, 
is remarkably pretty, even when judged by 
the American standard, and her son, Ye 
We Chung, Is an exceedingly bright little 
lad of ten years, who has already picked 
up some English rhrases. The minister's 
wife and child and the attache, dress in 
full Corean costume, but will abandon it 
in a few weeks and adopt American attire. 
Pom Kwong Soh, the retiring minister, 
who was minister of justice before he came 
here last February, will remain until his 
successor becomes acquainted with Wash- 
ington life and his formal presentation to 
the president early in October, when he 
will hurry back to Corea to become the 
head of the king's privy council.

R.J. REDDING ON TIES 


Indorses Emphatically the Pcsition of 
Commissioner Nesbitt. 


HE EXPLAINS THE SITUATION 


Takes Up the Tie Trust and Handles 
the Subject in Fearless 
' Fashion, 


The wire tie question has grown in im- 
portance until it assumes interesting pro- 


portions. 

R. J. Redding, of Experiment, Ga., takes 
a strong position, indorsing Colonel Nes- 
bitt's attitude and sentiments. 

Captain Redding writes the following in- 
teresting letter on the subject: 

“Editor Constitution—In The Daily Con- 
Stitution of the 7th, Colonel R. T. Nesbitt 
is somewhat sharply rebuked for raising 
such a disturbance and seeking to dissatis- 
fy the people by such methods as he has 
used,’ etc. Colonel Nesbitt is abundantly 
able to take care of himself and reply to 
the reflections on his motives and methods, 
and I do not purpose to rush to his de- 
fense farther than to say that I fully in- 
dorse his efforts to defeat the cotton tie 
combine, and I think the farmers generally 
approve. But certainly the fallacious 
reasoning of Captain W. P. Simpson and 
Mr. J. H. Reynolds should not pass un- 
challenged. In the first place Captain 
Simpson undertakes to defend the Rome 
cotton tie factory, when, in fact, that con- 
cern has not been attacked by Colonel 
Nesbitt, nor by any one, so far as it ap- 
pears. It is the ‘corner’ that has been 
made on flat cotton ties by an Atlanta firm 
that is condemned and against which the 
farmers were advised to combine for com- 
mon defense. It is understood that the 
Rome factory has engaged its entire output 
of ties to an Atlanta firm at 67 cents per 
bundle, which gives the factory a not un- 
reasonable profit. But the Atlanta firm 
having secured control of all the ties has 
put the price at $1.50 per bundle. a profit of 
124 per cent. I have not heard that any 
one has raised voice or pen in defense of 
such extortion, and it is to be hoped that 
none will. Captain Simpson defends the 
Rome factory; but it is the tie trust, or 
combine, that needs defending—the men 
that seek to make 124 per cent on their in- 
vestment in one short sason. 

“But Captain Simpson says the farmers 
are ‘making over 100 per cent on every 
pound of ties,’ even at the prices demanded 
by the tie trust for flat ties. This is the 
point I wish to discuss. Captain Simpson 
considers the farmer as engaged in a specu- 
lative, or mercantile business, when he 
buys ties and bagging in which to wrap his 
cotton. This is certainly a mistake. The 
farmer is obliged to cover and tie his 
bale of cotton; else it will not be received 
and handled by the cotton men. it is 
one of the incidental expenses of the busi- 
ness of cotton production. The farmer 
actually receives nothing for the bagging 
and ties on his bale of cotton, except pos- 
sibly its value as ‘junk’ stock, when re- 
moved from the bale by the consumer or 
manufacturer. It would be ridiculous to 
insist that the Liverpool cotton buyer, or 
the Manchester spinner pays any more tor 
the tare than he can reatize on it as Waste, 
or junk, or whatever else it may be called, 
or used for. It is quite true that the 
quoted market price of cotton is calcuiated 
on the gross weight of the bale, but it is 
purely as a matter of convenience and cus- 
tom, because the tare cannot be accurately 
known at the time of Sale. If it were 
practicable to place every bale on the mar- 
Ket without any wrapping or covering at 
all, it would soon be manitest that the cot- 
ton buyer had before “held back part of 
the price’ offered for the bales covered 
with bagging and ties, because of the dead 
and unavailable weignt of the latter. 

‘Then, it seems ciear that the farmer 
really loses all that his bagging and ties 
cost him, in any event, and—strange to 
say—the less weight of bagging and ties 
he puts on his bale, the more he loses, 
And this, for the simple reason that the 
market price of cotton assumes that the 
bagging und ties en the bale will weigh 
not less than twenty-five to twenty-eight 
pounds, and that amount is discounted, 
or taken off, in the price offered. There- 
fore, if the farmer puts twenty-five pounds 
of tare in his bale, he simply loses (or is 
taxed that much) just what the bagging 
and ties cost him. whether much or little. 
It is then a matter of some importance, 
indeed it is a matter of justice and right, 
that the farmer be allowed to buy his 
bagging and ties at the lowest price, con- 
Sistent with a fair and reasonable profit 
to the men who make and handle the same. 
It is also to the interest of the farmer— 
his advantage—to put heavy bagging and 
heavy, ties on his bale, for the simpie rea- 
son that he is charged up in the price offer- 
ed for the bale with twenty-five to twenty- 
eight pounds of uscless bagging and ties. 

“Of course there is gan appearance of 
profit in selling ties and bagging that cost 
65 to 75 cents for $1.50; but it is a delusion, If 
cotton should go to $1 a pound, the farmer 
would still lose all that he pays for bag- 
xing and ties—less what-the latter may 
be worth when removed from the bale. 
When a farmer buys h's bagging and ties 
at a lower price, he makes a relative gain: 
in other words, he loses less than when he 
pays a higher price. So, when he _ puts 
on the full amount permitted by the laws 
or custom of the cotton trade, he loses less 
than when he uses light-weight bagging 
and light ties. But there is no absolute 
gain im any case. [ think with Colone! 
Nesbitt, that the farmers ought to insist on 
using annealed steel wire ties, although 
somewhat lighter, and therefore involving 
a small sacrifice. 

Remember, the bagging trust was whipped 
by the farmers, and with infer.or cotton 
bagging, at that. If the farmers had the 
same organized machinery they had seven 
years ago, they would whip the tle trust — 
provided We can induce. or persuade, the 
COMPRESS COMBINE to graciously per- 
mit the farmers to have some little voice 
in the matter of baling cotton. A stranger 
from another world. on reading what the 
compress men Say about it, would conclude 
that this earth belonged to the compresses, 
and that the most important industry on 
the earth is compressing cotton. 

“Finally, Mr. Editor, the farmers of Geor- 
gia are not likely to consider the efforts 
of the commissioner of agriculture to pro- 
tect them from extortion as ‘foolishness,’ 
Captain Reynolds so calls it. He seems to 
think that as the cotton tie trust is only 
proposing to remove the farmer’s epidermis 
the latter ought to submit and be glad to 
escape without being actually flayed alive. 

Captain Reynolds disregards the ex- 
penses of growing the cotton crop, the 
sweat and toil, and ofttimes hunger and 
Want, that are ‘compressed’ in many a 
bale of cotton. He forgets that millions of 
bales of cotton have been sold within the 
pee iy "ae ae that ‘cost more than

Picaninny Bibe’s Story. 

Bibe Allen, a genuine African coon of 
seventeen, came next.

He Found the Dead Woman. 

Will Dorsey, the daprer, fast speaking 
necro who found the dead woman's body, 
testified next. 

Dorsey showed a tendency at first to 
make smart answers, but this was discour- 
azed and he settled down to hard pan and 
told a fair story. He said he had returned 
from the mill; when McCullough came up 
and said that Mrs. McCullough was miss- 
ing and he was afraid something had hap- 
pened to her. 

Dorsey described the search. He said Me- 
Cullough led the way and showed him 
where to go. He said Mrs. McCullough had 
fone to pick berries and he was fearfully 
uneasy about her. The search soon led fo 
the fatal alder thicket, where the alder 
bushes and blackberry bushes were ex- 
tremely thick. Dorsey. said he found Mrs. 
MeCullough lying face downward in the 
fence corner. A tin pail in which were a 
few berries hung upon her rigid arm. Fresh 
blood covered the’ gaping wound back of 
her ear. , 

Little Sammy Testifies. 

Dorsey’s testimony was followed by ‘little 
Sammy McCutlough, whose appearance has 
already been told of. The appearance of 
the boy was deeply full of pathos and 
many eyes in the courtroom were wet with 
tears, 

Dr. Nesbitt was here again 
some small point of testimony.

Exoneration of Peyton, Distributing 
Clerk in Macon Postoffice. 


WAS GIVEN AN OVATION 


Inspectors Failed To Prove Anything 
Against the Young Man and 
Case Was Dismissed. 


Macon, Ga., September 10.—(Special.)— 
The preliminary trial of George L. Peyton, 
distributing clerk at the Macon postoffice. 
charged with embezzling letters, commenced 
this morning at 9 o’clock before United 
States Commissioner Erwin, and continued 
until 2:30 o'clock this afternoon, and re- 
sulted in the complete vindication and ab- 
solute acquitta§’ of the detendant. A 
number of witnesses were examined for 
the prosecution, among them being Post- 
office Inspectors W. C. Baird and R. K.. 
Barry, who had sworn out the warrant. 
After hearing the evidence of the witness- 
Commissioner Fr- 
win announced there was nothing whatever 
in the case against Peyton, and discharged 
him without hearing any statement from 
the defendant or taking any evidence for 
the defense, or listening to any speech by 
the defendant's attorney, Mr. Claud Estes. 

The commissioner said there were nine- 
teen other persons in-the office and the evi- 
dence submitted did not point any stronger 
to Mr. Peyton than to any of these. 
Though the inspector had closely watched 
Mr. Peyton, one of them being concealed 
in the “spy,” or lookout, they did not 
him take the letters; and when they 
searched him before he had had an oppor- 
tunity to go to his boarding house they 
did not find money or letters on his per- 
son. There was no evidence whatever to 
connect him with the loss of the letters or 
to criminate him in any way. When the 
commissioner discharged Peyton he was 
given a regular ovation of joy by all pres- 
ent, and by none has he been congratu- 
lated more heartily and sincerely, than by 
his co-laborers in the _ postoffice. The 
young man is congratulated by everyone 
who meets him on the street, for he has 
always been popular and esteemed, and 
the community has never for a moment 
believed him guilty. 

The warrant charged him with the em- 
bezzlement of three letters. They were 
““decoys.”’ One was postmarked Monte- 
zuma and addressed to Miss Effie May, 
Macon. and is said to have contained three 
one-dollar silver certificates. One was 
postmarked Andersonville and addressed 
to the J. W. Burke Company, Macon, and 
contained $2 in ._paper and a silver half 
dollar. The third was postmaked Marshall- 
ville and addressed to A. D. Smith, Macon, 
and contained $4 in paper currency. A. D. 
Smith is an assumed name used in Macon 
by Postoffice Inspector R. E. Barry. These 
letters were given last Saturday by Post- 
office Inspector Baird to Transfer Mail 
Clerk Henry Glover, at the union depot, 
and placed by him in a mail pouch and 
sent to the Macon pos™ftice. Mr. Glover 
was informed that they were “decoys.” 
What became of them after they were put 
in the pouch will, no doubt, forever be a 
mystery, but nobody in Macon believes 
that Peyton took them. 

The inspectors say that for years there 
has ‘been complaints of letters lost at the 
Macon office. They say that during the 
past seven years more letters, 
checks and cash, have disappeared at this 
Office than at any office twice its size in 
the United States. These losses commenced 
before Peyton ever became connected with 
the office and antedate by vears the time 
when he became a distributing clerk. 

An interesting incident happened last 
Sunday morning. A few minutes before 
Mr. Peyton was called into the postmaster’s 
office to be searched by the inspectors, 
Congressman C. I.. Bartlett passed through 
the postmaster’s office into the interior of 
the postoffice, and asked for his mail. Mr. 
Peyton got it for him. Congressman Rart- 
lett happened to look up to the “spyv.”’ or 
“lookout,” and said, pointing to it, ‘‘There 
is the thing that I fought and voted against 
in congress. I don't believe in this spy 
system.” The attention of the carriers 
and others, who were in the office, was 
attracted by Congressman Bartlett’s words, 
and they glanced toward the ‘lookout.”’ 
At that very moment Inspector Barry was 
concealed in the ‘“‘lookout,’’ watching Pey- 
ton, and heard the congressman’s words. 
It is not Known if any of the carriers 
rr others in the officers saw the inspector 
when they looked up to the “lookout.” 
The ‘lookout’ is reached by a ladder in- 
side the office of the postmaster. 

On last Sunday Postmaster Hertz sus- 
pended Mr. Peyton pending the investiga- 
tion of the charges against him. Mr. 
Peyton will now demand his reinstatement 
to his position as distributing clerk.

Judge R. T. Daniel, of Griffin, Ga., is to- 
day one of the most prominent secret order 
men in the United States. 

By his election to the highest office in 
the power of the Red Men he is placed in 
the foremost ranks. 

The office of great incohonee places Judge 
Daniel at the head of an organization of 


over 300,000 of the most influential men in 


the country. It transfers the headquarters 
of the great council, which has heretofore 
always been in the north, to Griffin, Ga., 
the home of the great incohonee. 

The election of Judge Daniel was unant- 
mous, as he is held in great esteem by 
every member of the tribe that he has 
ever come in contact with. He has been 
a member of the Red Men for over eight- 
een years and has always taken great in- 
terest and a prominent stand in the or- 
der. 

In the local tribe he was one of the most 
prominent members. He has held various 
offices of prominence during the eighteen 
years he has been in the tribe, and this 
last election places him at the top of the 
ladder. 

The first office received by Judge Daniel 
was great senior sagamore. He was elect- 
ed to this post several years ago, a few 
months after his initiation. Four years 
ago he was elected great representative to 
the great council of the United States. 
This is one of the highest offices in the 
local order of the tribe. At a meeting of 
the great council, held here several Years 
ago, he was elected junior sagamore of 
the United States. 

At the time of his election to the office 
of great incohonee he was the great repre- 
sentative.to the great council. He will 
continue to hold this office, as its workings 
will not interfere with his new office. 

The position of incohonee will keep Judge 
Daniel on the road a great deal. He has 
to travel over the entire United States, 
wherever there is a tribe of Red Men. At 
every place he goes he will be received with 
the deference due to the highest officer in 
the vast tribe. His headquarters will be 
in Griffin, but the greater part of his time 
will be spent traveling throughout the 
states. 

Judge R. T. Daniel for a number of years 
has been practicing law in Griffin, which 
has been his home since boyhood. Heisa 
man of great personal magnetism, looked 
upon by all of his friends and associates 
as a man of great moral character. He 
numbers his friends by the thousands. 

This is the first time in the history of 
the order of Red Men that the highest offi- 
cer has been held by a member living below 
the Mason and Dixon line. 

Judge Daniel is one of the youngest of 
the prominent members of the tribe and 
the youngest incohonee that the orginza- 
tion has ever known. 

It was through the influence 
Daniel that the magnificent Alfred Austell 
orphanage, that is now under construction 
at Austell, Ga., was secured. lie was on 
the committee that made application to the 
great council of orphanage home com- 
mittee, to use the seal of the great council 
and to solicit aid from all the tribes 
throughout the United States. 

The orphanage home is to cost $28,000 
and will be one of the most imposing struc- 
tures in the states. The building is now 
under construction and the tribe hopes to 
have it finished before the summer of 1897. 

Judge Daniel returns to Griffin within a 
few days, when he will begin the work of 
his new office. He will be given a cordial 
reception by his brothers in Atlanta upon 
his return.

Something About the Treasurer of the 
National Democratic Committee. 
From The Tammany Times. 

The favorite weapon of the enemy of 
silver is abuse. The eastern gold advo- 
cates have ever been free with charges of 
ignorance and self-interest when speaking 
of the friends of the white metal. They 
seem to take it for granted that silver is 
synonymous with stupidity, and that free 
coinage is something almost as wicked as 
free love. No assumption could be more 
absurd. Among the champions of the free 
coinage of silver are numbered the most 
conservative uthorities, bankers, finan- 
ciers and jurists, life-long members of both 
the democratic and republican parties. 

There is no more able authority on 
finance in America today than Mr. William 
P. St. John, who was until lately, presi- 
dent of the Mercantile National bank of 
New York city. Mr. St. John was born 
in Mobile, Ala., February 19, 1849. He di- 
rectly inherited his financial ability from 
his father, Newton St. John, of the firm of 
St. John, Powers & Co., for twenty-five 
years agents in the south for Baring Bros. 
& Co., of London. 

Mr. St. John’s ancestors were intimately 
connected with the foundation of our gov- 
government and have always been prom- 
inent "in its political life. His mother, 
Maria Pope, was the daughter of Alexander 
Pope and Dorothy Bibb, of Georgia, the 
latter being a sister of William Bibb, the 
territorial governor and first state gov- 
ernor of Alabama. The father of Alex- 
ander Pope, Mr. St. John’s great-grand- 
father, was Charles Pope, of Delaware, 
lieutenant colonel of the revolutionary regi- 
ment known as the “‘Blue Hen’s Chickens,” 
which constituted the first independent 
command of LaFayette. Mr. St. John’s 
paternal ancestry also includes revolution- 
ary patriots. His paternal great-grand- 
father was one of the twenty-five founders 
of the town of Ridgefield, Conn. 

By reason of his ancestry and place of 
birth, Mr. St. John enjoys the unusual dis- 
tinction of being eligible to membership 
in both the New England society and the 
Southern society. He inherits from his 
paternal ancestors eligibility to the state 
societies of Massachusetts, Connecticut and 
New York, and on the maternal side re- 
ceives the right to membership in those 
of Delaware, Georgia and Alabama. 

Mr. St. John received his primary educa- 
tion in the schools of Mobile, continued his 
studies in Germany and England, and con- 
cluded them in Massachusetts. After his 
final graduation he entered at once into 
an active business career. He filled sev- 
eral positions in houses of the first rank. 
During the four years immediately preced- 
ing his entrance into the banking world, 
he held a position of high honor and trust 
in the largest sugar refinery firm in Amer- 
ica. During that time he had fuil charge 
of the sales, prices and credits. Some 
idea of the magnitude of the business done 
and the importance of the position held by 
Mr.. St. John may be gained from the fact 
that the sales for a single vear aggregated 
$50,000,000. In January, 1881, he was ten- 
dered and accepted the cashiership of the 
Mercantile National bank, of New York. 
He served in that capacity with such suc- 
cess and satisfaction that on the death of 
the president, two years later, he was pro- 
moted to the office left vacant by his 
death. lie was president of the bank for 
thirteen years, and during that time the 
volume of its deposits were trebled. Fur- 
ther proof of the masterly management of 
Mr. St. Joh® is found in the fact thai 
during that time the bank, besides paying 
recular semi-annual dividends, accumulated 
$1,000,000 of surplus earnings. 

Mr. St. John is also a director or trustee 
in other banks or institutions of New York, 
and has been a frequent contributor to 
financial literature. Williams college has 
conferred upon him the honorary degree 
M. A. 

The manner of Mr. St. John's conversion 
to the silver doctrine is interesting. In 
ISS4 he was elected a member of the finance 
committee of the New York chamber of 
commerce. He was annually re-elected, 
serving on that committee for a total 
period of eight vears. Upon his first eiec- 
tion the chairman urged upon him as the 
junior member the obligation to investigate 
the silver question. He began his investi- 
gation a pronounced gold standard man, 
with all the prejudice against silver money 
that still prevails in the chamber of com- 
merce. At a convention in 1883 he had as- 
serted that the Bland act, which provided 
for a limited coinage of silver, was ‘“‘dis- 
honest tn inception and victous in its ten- 
dencies.”’ 

The first six years of his research were 
devoted to a painstaking endeavor to sub- 
stantiate with historical facts his precon- 
ceived false theory, which was the theory 
of all his fellow-members of the chamber. 
After five years of earnest investigation, 
he differed from the conclusions of the 
finance committee, setting forth his views 
in a minority report. After six years he 
boldly advocated the restoration of silver 
and its unlimited coinage in the United 
States. 

Thus, in spite of early prejudice, pride of 
opinion, and the restraints of his sur- 
roundings, Mr. St. John has become an out- 
spoken advocate for the equal and un- 
restricted coinage of gold and silver into 
unlimited legal tender money 

It has already been indicated that Mr. 
St. John is by every right of birth and in- 
heritance thoroughly American. In sub- 
sequent broadening and development with 
the wide and far-reaching interests of his 
country, he has shown himself worthy 
of his inheritance. He has rewon the 
title in his sympathy with the progress of 
the country and his subsequent advance- 
ment, with new ideas, along new lines. 
tie has Kept pace with the movement of 
ithe times and recognizes the necessities 
which have been created by the rapid de- 
veloping interests of an exceedingly pro- 
gressive age. 

His constant and outspoken advocacy of 
the free coinage of silver necessarily cre- 
ated some feeling against his policy among 
his directors. When he was recently re- 
quested by resolutions at a mass meeting 
held in this city to attend the democratic 
national convention and urge the incorpora- 
tion of a silver plank in the national plat- 
form, he accepted. The history of that 


“convention and that plank is still fresh in 


the minds of the people. Feeling that a 
majority of his directors thought his com- 
Pliance with that request harmful to the 
bank, he promptly resigned his office as 
president of the institution. That resigna- 
tion Was accepted by the board With a 
unanimous expression of regret. 

Mr. St. John has shown himself a man 
with all the courage of his convictions. 
He places truth above gain, and is as 
earnest in the advocacy of the cause of 
Which he 18 a prominent leader as were 
his forefathers in their endeavors for the 
Welfare of the young republic, 

Hie asserts as his confident belief that 
there can be no return to a fairly per- 
manent prosperity, either for the banks or 
for anybody else, without the restoration 
of silver, because we need a growing vol- 
ume of money along with the growing vol- 
ume of everything else. Prosperity must 
bhegin at its fountain head in order to be 
continuous, namely with our producers, 
primarily with the tillers of the soll.

Some time after he fell from a boat, feign- 
ed inability to swim and had to be pulled 
out of the Alligator river to prevent his 
drowning. The next day he overturned his 
boat half a mile from shore, and yelled 
loudly for help to @ Man a quarter of a 
mile away. When the man responded, Dil- 
lon secretly swam ashore and could not 
be seen. The man whose assistance he had 
asked supposed he Was drowned and was 
Willing to swear to it. 

Notice of Dillon’s death was sent to the 
company. It refused to pay the claim. Ac- 
tion was brought by VDilion’s wife, and the 
case stood for trial at court, the widow 
alleging that he was drowned, Then a body 
was found rear the place where he was 
seen to sink in the water.

Corps. 


The Men Declare That They Wiil Do 
Up Sea Girt Next Year. 


TO CHALLENGE THE HORSE GUARDS 


Two Teams May Be Brought Together 
at the Rifle, Pits Very Soon—W ho 
Make Up the Team.

The best marksmen of the Atlanta Rifles 
have organized themselves into what is 
known as the Atlanta Rifles Sharpshooters’ 


Club. 

For some time the best shots have been 
thinking about forming such a club. Prior 
to September ist question was 
discussed at some length, and on the night 
of the Ist the club was formed, and is now 

ne of the strongest organizations of the 
kind in the south. 

The club has as its members six of the 
best marksmen in the state, all of whom 
have qualified for sharpshooters, and have 
been presented with sharpshooters’ badges. 

The club has in all twelve members, all 
of whom are fine shots. As before stated 
six of them have qualified as sharpshooters 
and one of them as a marksman. The 
Other five are exceilent shots, and are, in 
fact, the best in the company outside of 
the sharpshooters. 

The club will have as its members only 
those who have qualified as sharpshooters. 
The six members who are not sharpshooters 
will qualify in a few days and then the 
club will be composed of twelve of the best 
shots in fhe state. 

All members of the Atlanta Rifles are 
eligible as members of the sharpshooters’ 
club. As soon as a man qualifies he will 
be taken into the club and become an ac- 
tive member. 

The club is entirely separate from the 
Atlanta Rifles and is in no way connected 
with it except in the fact that only mem- 
bers of that company can become members 
of the sharpshooters’ club. The club has 
elected officers and made rules by which 
its members are to be governed. The 
amount of the yearly dues have been fixed, 
and they will be large enough to Keep the 
~lub on a sound financial basis and keep 
it in good running order. Weekly meet- 
ings are held in the armory of the Atlanta 
Rifles after the meeting of that company. 

The sharpshooters who are members of 
the club are: J. V. H. Nash, Jr., W. BS. 
gurpitt, G. A. Clarke, M. E. Lird, logan 
Jones, F. G. Byrd. The marksman is 
H. M. Course. Besides these there are 
five other members who have not yet 
qualified as sharpshooters, but who are 
among the best shots in the city.

TOM DELK IS RELIGIOUS. 


Hanye’s Tragic Death Has Turned [lis 
Thoughts to Serious Things. 
The execution of Arthur Hanye has had 
a decided effect on the other prisoners in 
the Fulton county jail charged with mur- 

der. 

There are four of them left and all are 
more or less affected by the tragic death of 
Hanye. 

The general air around the corridors pre- 
sents a changed appearance. There is no 
cursing and no loud talking. The uncanny 
catcalls which were formerly so frequent 
during the still hours of the night have 
ceased. 

Tom Delk seems to be a changed man. 
Since Hanye’s death he reads his Bible and 
prays frequently. He appears to be deeply 
in earnest. He has stated to Jailer Eu- 
banks that he intends to turn over a new 
leaf hereafter. 

The elder Delk does not seem to be 
similar mood. If he has religious thoughts 
he never says anvthing about them. He 
never gives the officials trouble, as he did 
when first locked up on the charge of mur- 
dering Sheriff Guinn. 

Delk’s attorneys will appear before the 
Supreme court next month and ask for a 
new trial. 

C. C. Johnson, the alleged murderer of 
Baker Bass, still confined in Fulton's 
jail. His trial will be caJled ir the superior 
court Monday. 

This curious negro has little to say. He 
declines to talk about his case, only claim- 
ing that he is innocent and does not fear 
the outcome. The prosecution states they 
have a much stronger case against John- 
son than they had at the first trial. Several 
new sensations are promised and the ver- 
dict may differ from that of the first jury.

Insurance Companies Restless. 

The condition of affairs now existing in 
Columbus doesn't satisfy the fire insurance 
companies. They are not pleased with the 
situation and are growing restless. Last 
year the premium receipts from Columbus 
of the insurance companies about equaled 
the amounts paid out. This year the losses 
have excelled the premium receipts. As 
for the insurance rates, they are about as 
high now as the people of Rose Hill can 
endure. Perhaps it is not generally known, 
but it is a fact that on some houses in the 
suburbs the insurance rate is actually $5.20. 
True, there are only a few houses insured 
at this unearthly rate, there being only 
one group where this rate is charged. But 
a consultation of the latest rate book of 
the Southeastern ‘Tariff Association will 
reveal that in quite a number of instances 
the rate is $5. The average rate in the 
suburbs is $1.70 or $. This is in the neigh- 
borhood of twice as much as is paid on 

the average down-town residence. 

The tax rate is the same in both places, 
however. There is no difference in that. 

This high rate is que largely to the lack 
of water facilities in the suburbs. The 
suburbanites are now waging a vigorous 
war for fire protection. 

Chattahoochee River Very Low. 

The Chattahoochee river is lower than it 
has been in many years. The steamboats 
are not able to come any further up the 
stream than Eufaula, and if the size : 
the stream continues to decrease in the 
manner it has during the past month it 
will result in serious injury to Columbus's 
commercial interests, the stoppage of the 
street cars and the plunging of the city 
into Egyptian darkness at night. The city 
mill dam at this place, Which is usually 
covered with a mass of rushing, roaring 
Water, now stands out bleak and bare 
with only a small creek fall.ng over it at 
one corner: all of the water is diverted into 
the flumes of the ‘‘ity Mill Company and 
of the Columtlsus Railroad Company and 
Brush Electric Li-ht Company, Whose 
powerhouse is located on this lot next to 
the City mill, and all of the water is 
needed, too, to turn the big wheels. In 
Case the water continues to fall for the 
next two or three weeks in the proportion 
thet it has been doing the supply of water 
Will be insufficient to turn the machinery, 
in Which case Columbus people would have 
to walk and the city woull be in-darkness 
at night. It is hardly probable that this 
state of affairs will come to pass, however. 

There was a very slight and hardly per- 
ceptible rise of the river during the past 
two or three days, and it is thought that 
the long-looked-for rain will surely come 
soon, as the river is already lower now, 
perhaps, than ever before,

WILL MAKE THE TAX 


State School Commissioner Says Ho 
Has a New Plan. 


RURAL DISTRICTS TO CHIP IN 


Says They Must Pay Their Share of 
the School Tax. 


GLENN TALKS ON EDUCATIONAL MATTERS 


What He Has To Say About the Con- 
dition of Affairs Now in the 
State. 


oe eee ee 


State School Commissioner Glenn is well 
pleased with the school prospeets for this 
year, and thinks it will be one of the best 
school years that the state has ever ex- 
perienced. 

He talked at length yesterday on the sub- 
ject of education in Georgia, and told of 
the work he had been doing to increase the 
educational facilities in the country dis- 
tricts of the state. He has arranged plans 
whereby he will be able to give the country 
children an education equal to that received 
by the city children. He has been at work 
for a long time on his plans, and if the 
legislature acts favorably at its next ses- 
sion he will be able to accomplish what was 
never heard of before in Georgia. 

The census of 1893 shows that the school 
population was 604,000. Had the census been 
taken two years later it would have shown 
an increase of almost 50,000. In 1895 there 
were exactly 350,000 chilaren in attendance 
at the schools. Taking the school poulation 
to have been at that time 650,000 it leaves 
about 300.000 who were not at school during 
that year. 

The causes for this state of affairs are 
but the principal one, as given by 
the commissioner, is the fact that the coun- 
try schools are in session during the sum- 
mer months, and for a period of only five 
months. During the winter it is impossible 
for the children to attend school, because 
the school houses are so ‘poorly built that 
they suffer from the cold weather. On this 
acecunt the time for holding schools was 
changed to spring and summer. At this 
time of the year the farmer is doing his 
hardest work, and the help of his children 
is needed. They stay at home and work On 
the farm and are not able for this feason 
to attend school. ‘This is the principal 
cause why so few children out of the large 
number attended school during the. year 
1895 

“I believe,”’ said Commissioner Glenn yes- 
terdayv, “that the country children should 
attend school as many moamnths in the year 
as the city children do. The welfare and 
prosperity of the country depends on these 
children. and I believe they should have the 
same advantages given the city children. 

“T will try to get the next legislature to 
place the local rate of school tax on the 
counties that have not already got it. That 
is, make the country people pay the same 
rate of tax for the education of their chil- 
dren as is paid by the residents of cities. 

“I have talked to the people of different 
parts of the state on this subject, and they 
all seem to be thoroughly in favor of it. 
I have shown them where the land in the 
four counties that already have the local 
tax rate has increased as much as 200 and 

per cent. These four counties levied the 
local tax themselves and are today the 
most prosperous counties in the state. The 
land in these counties is worth three to 
five times as much an acre as it was before 
the local school tax became a law in them. 

“Wealthy people who are able to give 
their children a good eaucation, and who 
live in a country county will move to the 
city when they find that their children can- 
not be properly educated where they live. 
This causes all the rich persons to move to 
the cities. leaving only the poor persons in 
the country counties. If the local tax rate 
becomes a law the country child will re- 
ceive as good an education as the city 
child, and the state will be in a more 
prosperous condition than it has been here- 
tofore. 

“If the legislature acts favorably on the 
matter and levies the tax it will amount to 
only about \& of 1 per cent, and will be so 
small that it will hardly be felt. 

“I feel that this guestion of e@ucating 
the children of Georgia is one of the most 
important now before the people, and should 
be given a great deal of atiention by the 
legislature. The representatives from the 
country counties have heretofore been rath- 
er backward about acting on this question. 
They have now learned how important it is 
to the people they represent and will bring 
all their influence to bear on carrying the 
measure. 

“After I get the schools to keep in session 
for nine months of the year the teachers 
and pupils will both be able to do better 
work and the good effect will soon begin to 
show. 

“Another question which is of a great deal 
of importance, so far as the schools are con- 
cerned is the salaries of the country teach- 
ers. The average yearly saiary of the 
teachers of a country:school is $121 a vear. 
and that of the teacher in the city schools 
is about $500. 

‘Now there are very few good teachers 
who will stay in the country and teach five 
months in the year and be idle seven and 
receive such small wages. They will go to 
the cities, where they can get employment 
for nine months in the year at a larger sal- 
ary. This takes the best teachers out of 
the country. and leaves the country chil- 
dren, the children who make the country 
what it is, to be educated by poor teachers 
who know little more than the children. 

“We can't have too good a teacher to edu- 
cate the children who are to make the 
country prosper and make it the greatest 
nation on earth. They should have the best 
teachers obtainable, and this cannot be 
done unless the teachers are offered better 
salaries. The levying of the local school 
tax rate will enable the country counties to 
employ better teachers in their schools, and 
will, at the same time, cause the entire 
state to become More prosperous, 


Jails Better Than Schools. 

“T have reports from one hundred and 
eleven counties as the value of the jails and 
the value of the school buildings. The re. 
port shows that the iaifs are worth a great 
ceal more than the school buildings. In 
the one hundred and eleven counties from 
which [ have receivd reports, the value of 
the jails is $601,572, and the value of the 
school buildings only $689,771. In each of 
the counties there is only one jail, and tn 
many of them there is an average of thirty- 
five school buildings. From this report some 
idea may be obtained of the condition of 
the school buildings throuchout the state. 

“Georgia was one of the thirteen original 
states, and yet she ranks forty-third when 
it comes to the question of education. 
There are forty-two states, mest of them 
admitted to the union long after Georgia 
was, that are ahead of her in this impor- 
tant matter.” 

Commissioner Glenn is enthusiastic over 
the idea of local school tax rates for the 
country counties, and thinks that he will 
be able to get the next législature to levy 
it. If this is done he will work wonders in 
the schools of the state, and will cause the 
Georgia lad toe receive an education that 
will be equal to that received by a boy tn 
any other state in the union.

BEHIND JAIL BARS 


Jack Clark Is Still Locked Up on the 
Charge of Murder. 


THE LAW INS _ THE CASE 


He Does Not Understand Why He Has 
Been Rearrested—Trial Next 
Week. 


ee 
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Jack Clark, the negro who accidentally 
killed his friend, Henry Duckworth, in 
Bullock’s saloon last June, is still confined 
in a cell at the county jail. 

The action of the grand jury in finding 
a true bill against Clark was a great s5ur- 
prise to him. The tragedy occurred over 
two months ago, and Clark, not fearing any 
further prosecution after he had been ac- 
quitted in Judge Orr's court on the charge 
of murder, remained in the city. He 3s 
unable to unde rstand why he should have 
heen rearrested last Tuesday and loc ‘ked in 
the jail on the same errcge 

The grand jury sifted the 
ly, however, before the true 
While they admit in part that the shooting 
was accidental yet they consider the fact 
that Clark pointed the pistol at his vic- 
tim, sufficient grounds for eng een 
whether Clark pulled the trigge - jntention- 
ally or not. 

The trial in the superior court will hinge 
mainly on the alleged negligence of © ‘lark 
in handing Duckworth the pistol. — 
Orr’s decision, or even that of the coroner 5 
jury, has nothing to do with the action of 
the grand jury. 

There is no law, however, by which the 
negro could be prosccuted if it is clearly 
proved the deed was an accident. But if 
on the other hand, it is shown that gross 
carelessness was used by Clark in handling 
the weapon, he can be prosecuted on the 
charge of manslaughter, with different de- 
grees of punishment, according to the cir- 
cumstances. 

What Clark Has To Say. 

A Constitution man called on the pris- 
oner in his cell yesterday, and he talked 
very freely about his case. He states he 
is entirely innocent of the charge hanging 
over him, and does not understand why he 
has been rearrested. 

Said he, “I am

stand just why they have arrested me 
when I was acquitted before Judge Orr. 
If there ever was a man innocent of mur- 
der I am. Duckworth and 1 were good 
friends, and I had never had a cross word 
with him in my life. 

“When he came into the saloon that 
morning he asked me to show him one of 
the three pistols lying on the counter. I 
thought one was unloaded, and I handed it 
to him. § I did not Know it had been loaded 
the night before. When the pistol fired 
I was as just as much surprised as Duck- 
worth. God knows I never intended to 
murder him, and he stated that I was in- 
nocent on his dying bed. 

“No I have not engaged any counsel, I 
do not Know what I will do.’’ 

Clark's trial will be called in the su- 
perior court next week. It is thought by 
a great many that he will be acquitted.

DISCRIMINATION CHARGED. 


The G.icunds of the Injunctiow Granted 
by Judge Speer. 


Augusta, Ga., September 10.—(Special.)— 
The Constitution told this morning of the 
mission of Major J. R. Lamar to Mt. Atry, 
to present to Judge Speer a petition for In- 
junction against the present cut rates whici 
have been instituted by the Seaboard Air- 
Line, the Southern and other railroads. 
The petition was granted by Judge Speer, 
and his order is given in full below.

First Week Shows an Unprecedented 
Attendance, 


SLATON HAS HIS HANDS FULL 


The Superintendent Declares That the 
Prospects Are Brighter Than for 
Many Years. 
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ine close of the first week eity 
school session finds the largest attendance 
of pupils in the histery of Atlanta. 

The attendance was unprecedented 
many are the extra rooms that the schools 
have been compelled to add to accommo- 
date the applicants. Major Slaton’s olfice 
is crowded every afternoon with parents 
and their children. 

In every school in the city the attendance 
is larger than that of any year before. 
While several new schools have been put 
in, more is still needed. 

The Boys’ High school has 122 pupils in 
the first grade this year, while last year 
there were ninety-two. In the other grades 
the attendance averages the same last 
year. The school is badly in need of an- 
Other teacher for the first year’s class. 
The professors are unable to give this 
large number of boys the proper instruc- 
tion, 

The department system is now in vogue 
at the high school and is proving most 
successful. This is the first year that it 
has been used and its result will be 
watched with interest. Heretofore they 
have given one professor the entire charge 
of a class. Under the departmental sys- 
lem one professor teaches a special study 
as is done in the higher colleges through- 
out the country. 

Professor William Slaton is the principal 
of the school and instructor in English. 
Professor M. L. Brittian has charge of the 
Latin and Greek of the school. Professor 
E. K. West teaches the science and Pro- 
fessor W. T. Dykes mathematics. Mr. 
Jones is the assistant principal. Professor 
Slaton has the general supervision of the 
entire building, and since he has been at 
the head of the Boys’ High school it has 
grown in popularity as well as numbers. 

The boys of the high school will today 
initiate their new hall. It has a seating 
capacity of 1,200. They will give a debate 
and a general literary programme. A 
large crowd will be present this morning 
to hear the boys in their first speeches in 
their new building.

Bank cf England Increased Its Dis- 


count from 2 to 2 1-¢ Per Cent.

Kast of the Rocky mountains complaints 
of both quality and quantity of the wheat 
crop are almost. untversal, the causes al- 
lezged being winter killing, due to early 
drought, rust and especially the prevalent 
heavy rains following harvest, from which 
a large percentage of the grain rotted in 
the shock. A few scattered counties are 
excepted. The early tltYeshed = grain in 
some states escaped injury and the spring 
Wheat fared generally better than. winter 
Wheat. The Pacific slope suffered some- 
what, chiefly from dry weather shrinking 
the grain, but not so generally as the cen- 
tral and eastern states. 

The European agent of the department 
reports a general reduction from earlier 
estimates of the wheat crop owing to un- 
favorable weather which was principally 
bad at harvest time in central Europe, 
though fairly good westward. Quality of 
grain reported high. 

Oats and barley will be short.

On the other hand, sexboard clearances 
were Very liberai at 812,40 bushels of wheat 
and flour. Liverpool closed tirm, and there 
Was @&@ much steadier tone to the ccarse 
grain market. Traders probably Dave 
never before been more puzzled than at 
present to determine just what side of the 
market to take. The strong statistical Do- 
sition, the urgent milling and good export 
demand and the low price discourages 
short selling, while the fears of a continued 
heavy northwestern movement and the 
numerous failures being reported are not 
inducive to investors. Stocks, however, 
have recovered the severe losses recently 
sustained, cotton remains. strong around 
top prices, and some of the best Operators 
are inclined to the bull side of wheat on 
the belief that itis the next article that 
Will advance. There are certainly very 
strong arguments on both sides of the 
market. 

The better feeling in corn was caused 
mainly by the action of the western roads 
in advancing freight rates to Chicago. 
Which we mentioned yesterday. This. how- 
ever, would only have a tendency to check 
local receipts and cause the accumulation 
of heavier stocks at western points. There- 
fore there is nothing very encouraging to 
holders in the. action thus taken. Prices, 
however, are so extremely low that there 
would seem to be little or no profit to the 
short seller at present figures. * 

Provisions were a trifle easier, espe ‘ially 
pork. There was no noteworthy feature to 
the market, but the domestic and fore ign 
demand continues very good, which will in 
all probability check any further decline 
and may, cause some support to prices.

Picked Up by the Red Sea.

}ix-Sheriff Connell is authority for the 
Statement that Captain Silas C. Warner, 
of Hartford, Conn., has tn his possession 
ai interesting relic of antiquity, which is 
of unusual historical importance, inas- 
much as it is eviderice of the Biblical sto- 
ry of the destruction of Pharaoh's hosts in 
the Red Sea. The ex-sheriff is an old 
Sailor, and yesterday, relating some remi- 
niscences of his salt water career, he told 
how awav back in 1859, when he was “hbe- 
fore the mast” on the brig Margaret Evans, 
commanded by Captain Warner, they were 
crossing the Red sea at a point near that 
indicated by history as having been 
crossed by Moses and the hosts of Israel. 
A fog coming up, the anchor was dropped. 
When the fog cleared and an effort was 
made to heave anchor it stuck, and it re- 
quired the entire ship's crew to raise it. It 
wus discovered that one of the flukes had 
caught a lurge bronze or brass wheel. coy- 
ered with sea rust. A good scrubbing re- 
vealed a lot of hieroglyphics, with a name 
Which looked as though it might read in 
English “Rameses."” The captain took the 
wheel home, and ex-Sheriff Connell is of 
the opinion that the wheel was part of 
one of the chariots of Pharaoh's hosts 
when the latter were overwhelmed by the 
waters of the Red sea. Mr. Connell denied 
that the wheel was anything like a roulette 
wheel, or that it could have belonged to a 
“faro” instead of Pharaoh.

The Hanacrats of Georgia will put out a 
presidential electoral ticket on September 
23d 

A state convention of the gold men will 
be called for that date. The convention will 
meet in Atlanta and name an electoral 
ticket pledged to vote for the nominees of 
the Indianapolis convention—palmer and 
Buckner. 

The official call for the convention has 
not been issued, but Captain T. B, Neal is 
authority for the statement that the call is 
to be made and he says that the convention 
will assemble at the state capitol on the 
date stated. 

The gold men will probably take no part 
in the state campaign. ‘That is, it !s un- 
derstood that no nominations for state of- 
fices will be made, the coming convention 
simply being for the purpose of naming 
électors to vote for Palmer and Buckner.

The official call for the state convention 
Will ‘be issued by a committee of five ap- 
pointed by the Georgia delegation while at 
Indianapolis.

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WHY WE ARE CALBED YANKEES. 


Origin of the Nickname Appiied to 
North Americans. 
From The Baltimore Sun. 

Every one is aware that the word ‘‘yan- 
kee” is applied abroad indiscriminately to 
all citizens of United but it 
is used generally as a ‘“‘nickname,”” and 
not always in a complimentary spirit. Qur 
Spanish friends just at present are doubt- 
inclined to employ it in a sneering 
and derogatory sense, but however it may 
be used by them or other [uropeans, it 
has long since cgased to carry with it the 
slightest sting of latent satire. from a 
term of reproach or ridicule it has become 
to the citizen of the United States a ver- 
bal badge of honor, and is now synony- 
mous the world over with shrewdness, en- 
terprise, pluck and achievement. 

Its origin is uncertain. According to one 
authority, ‘‘yanKees” is a variation of 
‘“‘venkees,”” or ‘‘yengees,”’ or “‘yaunghees,”’ 
a name said to have been given by the 
Massachusetts Indians to the English colo- 
nists, being, it is supposed, an Indian cor- 
ruption of the word English or of the 
French ‘‘Anglais.”"’ Washington Irving, in 
his history of New York, explains the de- 
rivation somewhat differently. The first 
settlers of New England, he says, came 
to America ‘‘to enjoy unmolested, the in- 
estimable right of talking. And, in fact, 
no sooner did thev land upon the shore 
of this free-spoken country than they all 
lifted up their voices and made such a 
clamor of tongues that we are told they 
frightened every bird and beast out of 
the neighborhood, and struck such mute 
terror into certain fish that they have been 
called dumb fish ever since.”’

SOME DEEDS OF HEROISM. 


Interesting Stories Reviewed by Ar- 
chibald Forbes. 

There was the spirit of the finest courage 
in the conduct of Captain George Napier, 
who, benig struck in the breach at Ciudad 
Rodrigo, at the head of the storming party, 
his arms shattered by a cannon ball, Kept 
cheering and directing his men as he lay 
bleedng and helpless, trodden on, buffeted 
by the charging soldiers, writes Archabald 
Forbes in The Youths’ Companion. He 
would not have himself removed until he 
heard the place was won, and then, with 
his sash binding his arm, he walked quietly 
to the amputating place, waited his turn, 
and had to listen to the discussion of a 
point of etiquette between two surgeons as 
to which of them was entitled to perform 
on him. 

That was cool daring on the part of a 
rough Irish private in the Peninsular war 
who, when a thirteen-inch shell feH in the 
crowded work, knocked out the burning 
with a blow of his spade, picked up 
shell and earried it to his officer and 
quaint remark: ‘“‘There she is, now, 

honor. She'll do nobody any harm 
now, for it’s mesilf has knocked the life 
eut av the erature!’ 

Who does not remember the noble stoic 
courage and discipline of those recruits 
who stood in their ranks on the deck of the 
3irkinhead troop ship, waiting for the in- 
evitable death that was imminent, while 
the women and children were being saved” 

It is remarkable with what different sen- 
timents commanders regard the efforts of 
their subordinates to gain renown. 

Lord Wolseley, for example, would have 
every officer burn to seize every opportu- 
nity to obtain personal distinction. Steady 
old Lord Clyde, on the other hand, held 
that an objection to the Victoria cross 
was its incentive to “aids-de-camp and 
staff officers to place themselves in prom- 
inent positions for the purpose of attract- 
ing attention.” And he continues: “To 
such life is of little value as;compared with 
the gain of public honor, but their conduct 
is a cruel injustice to other gallant officers 
who, in all the excitement of action, have 
important, responsible and self-abnegatory 
duties to perform.” 

I have seen Skobeleff dash into the tur- 
bulent heart of half a dozen actions, cOon- 
spicuous above all men by the white coat 
he wore and the white charger he bestrode, 
and I. have seen him stand on the parapet 
eartbwork for an hour at a time, 
for a heavy fire. Those things 
seem to savor of sheer recklessness, but 
they were done in the intensity of devo- 
tion to a purpose, that purpose being to 
gain prestige, to inspire his men with con-

He worked for results, and he mostly 
attined them: when he failed, it was for no 
want of endeavor to succeed.

.strove is vividly described in MacGahan’s

Your gifted and lamented countryman 
wrote: 

“He was ina fearful state of excitement 
and fury: his uniform was covered with 
blood and mud: his sword was broken; his 
cross of St. George twisted round over his 
shoulder: his face hlack with powder and 
smoke: his eyes haggard and bloodshot, 
and his voice quite gone. He spoke in a 
hoarse whisper. L never saw such a picture 
of battle as he presented.” 

Skobeleff was striving for victory, 
eclat, for. promotion, for dispelling the 
clovd undes which he unjustly lav. His 
motives were partly patriotic, partly per- 
sonal.

warmer glow on that summef afternoon 
on the plein of Ulundi, when I saw Lord 
William Beresford wheel his pony and gal- 
lop back to the succor of a fallen trooper 
around whom the Zulus were already pois- 
ing their assagais: saw him alight, hustle 
the wounded man up into his saddle, fend- 
ing Off the Zulus with the revolver grasped 
in his spare hand, clamber up behind his 
man, and with a dig of the spurs set the

That was pure, unselfish, devoted, 
lant chivalry, concerning which, as 
hooved a self-respecting soldier, he kept 
silence. It Was because I went and told 
the story to Sir Evelyn Wood that Beres- 
ford got the Victoria cross: and, indeed, he 
declined the honor were it not accorded 
also to the soldier who aided him in keep- 
ing the wounded man in the saddle during 
the retreat. 

This piece of work of Beresford I account 
“the bravest deed I ever saw.” and 1] 
should have made it the topic of this con- 
tribution, but that I have already descfibed 
it fully in print. : 

Some instances of serviceable exposure 
to danger in celd blood, undertaken without 
any incentive beyond the impulse to avert 
calamity are in my memory, and one of 
them I may relate. The scene was Genera} 
Teherraie?’s heacquarter camp at Deli- 
amd. in upper Servia, in the summer of 
540. 

The huts of the camp. surrounded a 
spuare area, through ene corner of which 
passed a sMail stream. It was near dusk 
and tie staff. having finished dniner in 
the schcol room, which served as mess 
room, wer: sitting smoking on the rear 
verandah. Suddenly thece came a loud ery 
of “Fire!” and men were seen running 
away in all directions. ; 

We all hurried through to the front: the 
rush led by a couple of Erglishmen. In 
the center of the open space stood a wat- 
tled hut, roofed in with a flat covering of

Yes, Curing the day I had seen men at 
work filling the powder bags to be used as 
charges for the cannon—filling them from 
open powder barrels, which, when the work 
was done, were simply covered loosely with 
canvas. 

Besides the powder in the harrels and in 
the charge bag, there was a quantity of 
Remingtcn cartridges, partly in cases, part- 
lv in loose heaps. There was Pot even a 
sentry on the hut. I remember ~™] thinking 
it the most dangerous place i had ever 
seen. 

And now sparks, carried by the wind 
from some cooking fire, or swept from 
one of the innumerable cigarettes constant- 
ly being smoked, had fallen on the roofing 
hurdles, and they, as dry as tinder; were 
kindling into isolated blazing tongues. 

The two Englishmen were running to- 
ward the hut at top speed, Then they di- 
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verged. One headed for the water, the 
other held straight for the hut, clambering 
up its wattled side, reached the root and 
set about beating out and throwing down, 
as far away a3 possible, the dlazing hur- 
dies. His comrade had filled a bucket and 
wus swiftly carrying it to the man on the 
roof of the hut. 

The Russian officers of Tchernaieff's head- 
quarters caught up the idea, ran toward 
the stream and formed a chain, but the 
lone link next the hut was allowed to be 
constituted by the comrade of the man on 
the roof. His danger, spite of the bucKkets- 
ful of water which reached him from time 
to time, seemed imminent. 

With every hurdle thrown down, his foot- 
ing became the more precarious.
